The 
Carlbt feeling has long been nuned, and 
it if now ia a dangerous condition. Baoent 
events in the Spanish Capital have so em- 
bittered the adherents of Don Carlos 
at;ainst the rvi^nin;; Kin^that if no ntttual 
revolution occurs, the a^sassiniition of Al- 
fonso, while it is not iicinally looked for, 
may tran>*pire at any moment, and would 
oiciision no very jfreat surprise?. 'J'he Car- 
lists have the active sympathy of the .So- 
cialists throughout Kuiojie. Socialism 
pervades the Spanl.sh soldiery and the 
Stianish militia to an alarming degree. 
The small uprisings that have been going 
on throughout the country during the past 
week were all instiffatad aocialists. 
The Spanish events of tha week were all 
iiccurately foretold weeks ago by the social- 
ist or^an published in Ueneva. To the 
dose oli>erver of Spanish all'airs it is apiia. 
rent that the Spaiiianls are suflicieiitly 
disi'oiitciiti'd and s<Kialistic lis to lie ciuito 
iipe for n'V(dution. All they lack is or- 
fanizalion under a iompet*'nt leader. 
Itiiiz Zorilla has beeu the jiriuie 
mover in all this disoonti-nt, which 
he has been fuuientiiig undoubtedly 
fur tha purpose of crystallising 
it and diraoting it against the 
throne^ Tha dmarbanee^ however, 
vented itself in spasmodic eruptions be- 
fore the time Zonllu intendml to make 
his strike, and during his uhsenee, so that 
the di-trict risin)<> were inellective, be- 
[•aiise iinor);ani£ed, and the whole trouldf 
has apparently ended for the pri'sent in a 
4ort of national tremor, frightful in its por- 
tent, hut without a result as a revolution.
